The manner in which certain powers have turned their shares or 
the Boxer indemnity to practical trade purposes provokes the cnina 
Weakly Review to caustic comment. The United States alone returnee 
ail of its allotment—and did it without 
attaching 
any 
commercial 
strings to the money. 
After the Boxer trouble in 1900 the treaty powers “lined" 
cnina 
$350,000,000, which was to be paid in instalments running until 1940.

After the revolution in Russia the Soviet government, as a sop 
to China, cancelled the balance of its share of the indemnity. China 
still owed Great Britain, France, Japan, Belgium and Holland. Alter 
the five-year holiday was up they found China disinclined to resume 
payments.
